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I carried out instructions REFTEL in conversation with Foreign 
Minister November 1 and Foreign Office Director General Fischer 
today. Foreign Minister yesterday could only say he would take 
our request under advisement. However 5 Fischer told me today 
it been "agreed in principle" call in Cuban Charge probably 
today and tell him Danish Government considers United Nations 
inspection Cuban missile sites should receive support Castro 
Government. Fischer also informed me Danish decision influenced 
by information Ambassador Winterfeldt received during conversa- 
tion with Secretary Rusk and McGhee at Department. 
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
